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Remarks 

1 . Applicant's remarks/arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In 
general. Applicant submits that all rejections (of pending claims 12-43) should be withdrawn 
primarily because Yamazaki, the primary reference cited in the rejections, is directed to a liquid 
crystal display (LCD) device, whereas the currently claimed invention is directed to an organic 
electroluminescence display device. It is noted that Yamazaki utilizes an organic resin substrate 
to form thin-film transistors (TFT) in a manner similar to that disclosed by Applicant; and on 
page 23 (and Fig. 5) of the current specification, Applicant discloses an LCD device 
incorporating TFTs in a manner similar to that disclosed by Yamazaki. In other words, 
Yamazaki and the current invention are directed to essentially the same type of device; and 
Yamazaki 's disclosures can be readily specified as being directed to an organic 
electroluminescence display device, since Yamazaki discloses TFTs formed on an organic 
substrate, wherein the TFTs are incorporated into an LCD device. Therefore, Applicant's 
remarks/arguments are not persuasive.
